moneys  have  been  received,  and  of  the  claims  upon  which  they 
have  been  paid  away,  during  the  above  period  ;  with  an  appen¬ 
dix  exhibiting  a  statement  of  stocks  held  by  the  commonwealth, 
and  of  appropriations  and  loans  remaining  unpaid  on  the  first 
day  of  December,  1S29. 

It  may  be  proper  to  remark  that  the  amounts  due  on  tempo¬ 
rary  loans,  per  acts  of  ISth  December,  1828,  and  22d  April, 
1 829,  are  included  in,  and  make  a  part  of  the  sum  of  82, 200, 000, 
reported  as  due  on  stock  loan,  per  last  mentioned  act.
